Many auto owners are receiv- 
ing notices from their insurance 
companies that they will be re- 
fused auto insurance for 1938. 

City papers tell of thousands of 
drivers who can’t get 1938 in- 
surance, 

A new rule requires an insur- 
ance company which has taken 
1937 insurance on a_ person’s 
car and does not wish to take it 
in 1938, to notify the person so 
he can try elsewhere. Insurance 
companies are trying to avoid re- 
issuing insurance to drivers who 
have been in accidents. 

This is part of a campaign of 
the insurance companies to pick 
only the cream of the business. 
Owners should be aware of the 
fact that a law passed last win- 
ter gives them right to appeal 
such refusal if their appeal is 
made within ten days of the re- 
ceipt of the notice. There is a 
special blank furnished by the 
Dept. of Insurance at 100 Nashua 
street, Boston, on which the ap- 
peal is made.
